In  the  1923  Arbor  and  Bird  Day  Annual  an  article  appeared  on 
the  three  trees  which  stood  beside  a  grocery  store  in  which  Abraham 
Lincoln  clerked  in  New  Salem.  The  question  about  the  carving  on 
the  Sycamore  tree  was  somewhat  in  doubt.  Since  that  time  the  affi- 
davit shown  on  the  opposite  page  has  been  secured  with  the  photo- 
graph shown  on  this  page. 

The  first  of  these  three  trees  to  disappear  was  the  Honey  Locust, 
the  next,  the  Elm.  The  Sycamore,  with  the  profile  of  Lincoln,  stood 
until  the  year  1918  when  a  storm  swept  it  to  the  ground.

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Who  says  the  Civil  War  is  over?  It 
may  be,  but  by  their  own  admission, 
there  are  plenty  of  "unreconstructed" 
rebels  in  the  South  and  they  are  all 
engaged  in  giving  advice  to  Miss  Hat- 
tie  Hardy,  secretary  of  the  Chamber 
of  Commerce  at  Albany,  Ga.,  on  how 
to  grow  whLskers  on  an  oak  tree,  the 
profile  of  which  is  said  to  resemble 
Abraham  Lincoln,  so  that  it  will  ap- 
pear more  like  Robert  E.  Lee.  Grow- 
ing Spanish  moss  is  the  favorite 
method  recommended.  Mall  is  pour- 
ing in  from  many  parts  of  the  coun- 
try with  suggestions.   One  man  wrote 


it  IS  no  use,  that  by  growing  moss  as 
whiskers,  a  closer  resemblance  to 
Lincoln  may  be  gained,  but  you  can't 
make  a  tree,  or  anything  else  that 
looks  like  Lincoln,  look  like  Robert  E. 
Lee.  And  one  person  from  Arkansas 
became  so  interested  in  the  town  that 
he  got  more  information  concerning 
it  and  now  is  completely  sold  on  it. 

The  Lincoln  oak  grows  on  the  east 
side  of  the  Dixie  highway  two  miles 
south  of  Albany.  It  is  seventy  feet 
high  and  about  70  years  old.  The  re- 
semblance was  discovered  about 
year  ago  and  it  has  never  been 
ti-immed,  so  is  in  a  natural  state
